Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. l l .—H arry 
Hayw ard was hanged at 2:10 o’clock 
this morning. The execution was sue- 
cessful in every particular. 
The m urderer of 
Catherine 
Ging 
m aintained his cool demeanor to the 
last, and died w ithout confession, the 
priest in w aiting not being called upon 
to perform his holy offices. 
Hayward made a statem ent of five 
m inutes’ duration, and, while not m ak­ 
in g a confession, said he hoped God 


An hour berore she nad taken from the 
Goosman stables a buggy, and w hat has 
become famous as 
the 
“buckskin 
horse,” and had driven away unaccom­ 
panied. Soon after 8 o’clock her dead 
body was found, and, at about, the same 
time, the horse came trotting into the 
stable alone, and with no indications 
of having run away. 
At first it was thought there had 
been a fatal runaway, the battered con­ 
dition of the head seeming to point that 
way, but the coroner soon found a bul­ 
let wound in the back of the head, and 
it became a question of m urder or sui­ 
cide. 
For some days there was some­ 
thing of uncertainty, but the officers 
were finally put on w hat turned out to 
be the proper track by one from whom 
they least expected it.

Hayward, who had been intim ately ac­ 
quainted with the dead girl, and Claus 
Blixt, employed by Hayward, were a r­ 
rested, charged w ith the crime.

The m urderer w ent to the gallows 
w ith a smile on his lips and w ent down 
with the trap ju st as he uttered the 
words, lightly, “Let her go, Megarden!” 
The command was directed to the chief 
deputy. 
Prior to the execution the condemned 
m an m aintained the nerve which has 
made him famous. He took his last 
supper shortly after IO o’clock and was 
surrounded by the deputies and the 
death watches. 
Ju st before the death w arrant was 
read Hayward turned to his brother, 
Dr. Thaddeus Hayward, and said: 
“You know I am a great believer in 
spiritualism . 
If I get safely on the 
other side, I will send a message to 
you.” 
At 2 o’clock Hayward listened to the 
reading of the w arrant. 
Soon after 
Sheriff Holmberg entered and the con 
dem ned m an said, earnestly: 
“I w ant to ask you a 
last 
favor. 
Please let me pull the trap. It will 
save you life-long anxiety and will give 
me eternal satisfaction.” The sheriff 
replied: “I cannot do it, H arry. I 
know my duty.” 
On the scaffold H arry made an ex­ 
tended statem ent. 
He said 
th at to 
please the several pastors who had 
called upon him he would say, “God 
forgive me for 
w hat I have 
done.” 
T his ie looked upon by some as a con­ 
fession. 
The trap fell at 2:10 o’clock and the 
w onderful. vitality of 
the man was 
shown by the fact th a t he lived for 
several moments after the trap fell. 
H is neck was broken. 
Even before dark, morbid crowds had 
assem bled in the vicinity of the jail. 
T here was nothing to see except the 
gray walls, and the occasional opening 
of th e heavy doors, to adm it some offi­ 
cial, yet they lingered in the vicinity. 
A t m idnight the throng numbered sev­ 
eral hundred. 
H ayw ard’s swell 
dinner, the "last 
supper,” as he profanely expressed it, 
w as served 
according to his 
desire, 
shortly after IO o’clock, and he partook 
of it w ith apparent relish. 
Rev. F ather Tim othy arrived short­ 
ly after, not upon the summons of the 
condemned man, but in case at the last 
m om ent a desire should be expressed 
by the hitherto unrepentant man for a 
spiritual adviser. 
During the evening Hayward held a 
lengthy conversation w ith his atten­ 
dants, and laughed and joked on the 
subject of his approaching execution. 
As Captain Sandberg was covering the 
windows of the jail, looking into the 
alley, H arry noticed him, and shouted, 
"T h at’s right. Block out the gaping 
crowd. There will be no visitors after 
5 o’clock in the morning. People wish 
ing to see me will have to call at the 
morgue, as I intend to change my quar­ 
ters,” and he laughed as he said it. 
To the newspaper men he said: 
would like to see the account of how 
th is thing came out, and about my ac­ 
tions on the scaffold,” and again he 
laughed as if he was going to a picnic.

The m orning was spent

Committee reported a resolution favor­ 
ing June 16. This was amended by 
Committeeman Lann&n of Utah in fav­ 
or of August 18. There was sharp de­ 
bate, and Mr. De Young of California 
finally proposed a compromise between 
June and August—viz., July. 
The De 
Young and Lannan am endm ents were 
both defeated, and then, by a practical 
ly unanim ous vote, the date was fixed 
at June 16. 
Then came the main contest between 
the cities. There was 
much 
excite­ 
ment as the ballots proceeded, the com 
m itteem en from the interested sections 
hurrying about and seeking to effect 
combinations. A t the outset San Fran 
cisco secured one more than the nine 
teen claimed from 
the 
first. 
The 
announcem ent of her lead was greeted 
with enthusiasm when it reached the 
outer corridors. The strength of St 
Louis was somewhat greater than had 
been expected. W hile neither P itts­ 
burg nor Chicago made the showing 
anticipated, St. Louis gained steadily 
on each ballot. San Francisco sought 
to m eet this by drawing the votes of 
Chicago, but w ithout avail. The first 
serious break occurred when 
David 
M artin of Pennsylvania led the P itts­ 
burg forces toward St. Louis. On the 
fourth and Jast formal ballot the San 
Francisco forces broke for the first 
time, Michigan, W yoming and 
Con­ 
necticut going to St. Louis. T hat set­ 
tled it, and gave St. Louis the conven­ 
tion. The choice was made unanimous 
on motion of Mr. De Young of San 
Francisco.

A misplaced word in a circular is* 
sued by E. B. Heims tree t, secretary of 
th e Wisconsin state board of phar­ 
macy, to general storekeepers in va­ 
rious parts of the state has caused 
considerable groundless alarm among 
m anufacturers of proprietary medi­ 
cines. Members of the board claim 
however, claim th a t their purpose has 
been m'sunderstood. 
Soma of the principal patent medi­ 
cine houses in the east had their atten­ 
tion called to the 
following letter 
w ritten by Mr. H eim street to G. W. 
Benure, a dealer in general merchan­ 
dise a t Darien. Wis.: 


D e a r S i r : - l f you will read section 9 you 
will see that a general dealer cannot sell patent 
medicines or any medicines unless they have 
the formulae on the bottles and are made by 
registered pharmacists or phpsiclans of Wis­ 
consin. Notice is now being sent all over the 
state to general dealers that test cases will be 
commenced in January, time being given to 
those who do wish to dispose of such goods. 
Wording Was 
Wrong. 
From the letter it would appear 
th a t the last legislature had caused to 
h e spread on the statute books of the 
■tate stringent m easures against the 
•ale of patent medicines of any kind 
b y general dealers w ithin the borders 
o f the state. 
The explanation of the 
pharm acy board is th a t th e law ap­ 
plies only to proprietary 
medicines 
m ade 
in 
Wisconsin 
and 
th e 
m isunderstanding 
was 
caused by the unexplained substitution 
of the ward “ and” for “ th a t.” 
The 
clausa war intended to state th a t it 
referred to medicines “ THAT are made 
b y registered pharm acists or physi­ 
cians in W isconsin.” 
President H. G. 
Bchrauk said th at the circular was 
prepared in great haste and in th at 
w ay the error crept in w ithout attract­ 
in g attention of the board until many 
copies bad been sent out. 
A careful 
reading of the law he 
said, would 
m ake the error evident to any one. 
According to this explanation very 
fa v of the big patent medicine houses 
w ill be affected, as comparatively lit­ 
tle is done in this state in the way of 
m aking proprietary remedies. 
Still 
such remedies are made in Wisconsin, 
and there is no doubt th at the consti­ 
tutionality of the law will be tested. 
Druggists, if they be registerd, can 
alw ays sell any and all patent prepa­ 
rations and poisons. The section con- 
aidered refers only to (such dealers as 
a re not registered pharmacists.
